Office Action Summary

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Claim Rejections under 35 U.S. C. 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U. S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1,2,10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Epstein et al 
(US 7672577; 1/21/92). Epstein discloses a method comprising administering to a patient 
deferoxamine. See abstract. It is inherent that the administration of deferoxamine to patient would 
increase histamine metabolism, stimulate CAMP production which would in turn prevent myelin 
from undergoing self degeneration, reduce histamine metabolism to tele-methylhistamine. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1,2,10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bergeron (US 
6242492; 6/5/01). Bergeron discloses a method comprising administering to a patient an iron 
chelating agent. See abstract, column 2 line 55 - column 4 line 17, claim 19. It is inherent that the 
administration of an iron chelating agent to patient would increase histamine metabolism, 
stimulate CAMP production which would in turn prevent myelin from undergoing self 
degeneration, reduce tele-methylhistamine metabolism to 4-methylhistamine. 
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3. Claims 1,2,6,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by DiSanto (US 
61 17912; 9/12/00). DiSanto a method comprising administering to a patient selegiline. See 
abstract, column 1 - column 6 line 60. It is inherent that the administration of an selegiline to 
patient would increase histamine metabolism, stimulate CAMP production which would in turn 
prevent myelin from undergoing self degeneration, reduce histamine metabolism to tele- 
methylhistamine. 

Claim Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1,2,10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Epstein 
above. Epstein discloses a method comprising administering to a patient deferoxamine. See 
abstract. Epstein does not teach the instant dosage. However, in the absence of unexpected data, 
one would have been expected to determine the optimal dosage through routine experimentation. 
One would have been motivated to do this in order to determine the proper dosage for treating 
HIV, and human neuoblastma. 
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Claim Objection 



Claims 3-5,8,9,14-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
